Less Parking 
More Problems 



The downtown parking problem, for 
the second time in as many village board 
meetings, has loomed over the heads of 
the Village Board. 

The problem breaks down Into one 
main question and that is just what is 
the area of responsibility among the 
village and the various downtown mer- 
chants. 

* The Village Board, headed by Mayor 
Toft and Bob Wilton, chairman of the 
parking, commisssion, has taken the 
stand at this point that the problem of 
employee parking pretty much lies with 
the merchants. They have asked that the 
various downtown merchants and the 
Chamber of Commerce work together 
to help solve the problem. As yet, not 
too much progress has been made. 

On the other side of the fence are the 
employees of local merchants with Mrs. 
Doris Corsello, \ employee of King's 
Drugs, as their main spokeswoman. The 
problem, as the various merchant em- 
ployees see it, centers around the lack 
of 12 hour parking. 

According to Mrs. Corsello, the mer- 
chant employees shop and spend money 
here as well as work in the village and, 
therefore, should have parking. Also she 
feels that the Village Board is more 
concerned with the convenience of out- 
siders than with the, people who are 
employed and living in Antioch. 

' Just what the answer is no one seems 
to know. Mayor Toft has turned the 
problem back to Bob Wilton's commit- 
tee. Hopefully, with the help of the 
merchants and the Chamber of Com- 
merce, they will come up with a solu- 
tion.
